The Tokio correspondent of the New York “Herald” 
ealls attention to the embarrassment to which Navy 
officers on foreign stations are subjected by the restric- 
tions placed upon the discharge of worthless men. He 
says: Men are enlisted in New York and shipped out 
to vessels here who are not worth their salt. They 
are not seamen, and they cannot be made such. Every 
commander of a war vessel should have the right to 
set such fraudulent sailors on the beach after three 
months’ trial. lf this were permitted our ships in for- 
eign service would soon have the finest crews of any 
war vessels in the world, and Uncle Sam would be the 
gainer financially. To wait for a nautical “beat” to 
fall into physical deeay sufficient to entitle him to a 
medical certificate and then send him all the way home 
to be mustered out is a little too much. If an incompe- 
tent cook or steward happened to be shipped in New 
York, or if he becomes indifferent and worthless while 
in the service out here, he cannot be dismissed unless 
he is paid a year’s wages. Fancy an officers’ mess 
forced to put up with a good-for-nothing cook, facing 
dyspepsia and death for three years, when the best sea 
cooks in the world are to be had for the asking! There 
is such universal complaint about the decree of Adml. 
Ramsay touching the discharge of men on the Asiatic 
station that I have thought it well to mention the mat- 
ter, in the hope that the attention of the proper parties 
in Washington may be directed to it. 








THE FOURTEENTH INFANTRY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

In the July number of the “Military Service Institu- 
tion” there is a table compiled from “Fox’s Regimental 
Losses.” The total of killed and died of wounds is given 
for all regular regiments, and an average is given of 
losses by companies. Fox gives the 14th Inf. credit 
for the greatest loss in proportion to numbers of any 
regular organization. Capt. Evans, on the assumption 
that the 14th had 24 companies in the field, gives it an 
average loss per company of only 11.5. The fact is 
that the 14th never had more than 16 companies or- 


ganized until after the war. In the campaign of 1862 
it had both battalions at the front, and its loss per com- 
a year was an average of 10 per company. 

ys 16 companies were  consolidat into 8 
on March 1, 1863, and its loss in the two campaigns 
of 1863 and 1864 averaged 25 men per company. Tak- 
ing 16 as the divisor for the war, the average per 
company would be 23.4, as the total loss of the regiment, 
killed and died of wounds, was 234. This does not in- 
clude the —* many of whom were killed in the 
Wilderness and burned past recognition by the fires 
which raged over the field. The 3d battalion of the 
regiment was not organized until Nov. 1865, long after 
the termination of hostilities. The officers of the 14th 
think they can prove from the rebellion records that 
the heaviest Confederate loss were sustained by regi- 
ments which are known to have opposed them in battle. 

CENTURION. 








The Emperor of Germany, in taking leave this week 
of the Prussian lieutenants who are to sail for Chili to 
enter the army of that country as instructors for the 
troops, impressed upon them that they were not going 
to seek adventures, and that they must not cease to 
feel that they were Germans, and should endeavor to 
be worthy of their nationality. If they succeeded in 
giving greater cohesion and discipline to the Chilian 
Army they might be satisfied. 


Returns just received at the Navy Department show 
that the percentage of foreigners in the Navy is about 
the same as last, 30 per cent. As many of the for- 
eigners are proposing to become naturalized, it is ex- 
pected that the returns for the coming year will show a 
decrease.

The sympathizers with strikers in San Francisco are 
not getting much comfort out of Gen. Graham, as the 
following vigorous letter will show: 

“Headquarters 5th United States Artille 
“Presidio, San Franc Cal., Aug. 23, 1895. 
“M. J. Fergusson, Chairman, 6/0 Twentieth Street, 
San Francisco, Cal. 

“Sir: I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of 
your letter of the 21st inst., transmitting to me a copy 
of resolutions ~ pong adopted at a meeting held at 
Metropolitan Hall on Saturday, the 17th inst. 

“These resolutions demand of me the immediate re- 
moval of the inscription ‘Murdered by Strikers,’ placed 
on a monument erected last winter in the National 
Cemetery at this post to soldiers who had belonged to 
my regiment who lost their lives in the execution of 
their duty. 

“I am a competent judge of how these soldiers met 
their deaths, and the words ‘Murdered by Strikers’ ex- 
actly and justly express my judgment on that point. 

“For this reason, I respectfully decline to comply 
with the treasonable demand of men who have publicly 
put themselves outside of the law and of the respect of 
honest, law-abiding citizens by adopting resolutions of 
sympathy with public enemies and condoning the crime 
of murder.

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Brig. Gen. Michael R. Morgan, Comy. Gen. of Sub- 
sistence, who succeeded Gen. Hawkins upon the latter’s 
retirement nearly a year ago, has signalized his ad- 
ministration thus far by his earnest efforts to inprove 
the condition of the Army from a commissary point of 
view. His suggestions have been found valuable when 
put into force. One of his most recent suggestions— 
that in relation to placing servants at the disposal of 
officers in the field—has been especially the subject of a 
great deal of favorable comment, and is regarded as an 
indication of the progressive spirit in control of the 
Commissary Department. Secretary Lamont has taken 
no action on this suggestion of Gen. Morgan’s, but 
the hope is expressed on all sides that he will incor- 
porate a recommendation in his report looking to its 
speed adoption. It has been pointed out that the 
law permits the enlistment of men in the Navy as 
cooks, etc., to officers on board ship, and there seems to 
be no practical reason why a similar law should not be 
enacted for the Army, the soldiers to act as servants 
only when on duty in the field with officers. There is 
not an officer in the Army who has had any length of 
service in the field who has not been subjected to un- 
necessary hardships because he is not allowed a 
servant to attend to his wants. These duties it is sug- 
gested could easily be performed by private soldiers, and 
an earnest effort is being made at the War Department 
to bring such a condition about. Gen. Morgan has com- 
pleted his report for the last fiscal year, and it will be 
submitted in a very few days to the Secretary of War. 
The “Journal” representative was told that he makes 
several recommendations which were made last year 
and others new and important to the service at large. 

No man better understands the needs of the service 
than Gen. Morgan. He was graduated from the Mili- 
tary Academy in 1854, sufficiently high in his class to 
be assigned to the artillery. After doing duty for seven 
years in the line he was transferred to the Com- 
missary Department, where, during our Civil War, he 
rendered distinguished service. He commenced his 
career in the department as Chief of Commissariat in 
the Port Royal expedition. He was subsequently Chief 
Commissary of the armies operating in the campaign 
of 1864 against Richmond, and for “distinguished serv- 
ices” received the brevets of Major, Lieutenant Colonel 
and Colonel, being subsequently brevetted Brigadier 
General “for gallant and meritorious services during 
the campaign terminating with the surrender of the in- 
surgent Army under Gen. R. E. Lee.” 


Concerning the recent Atlantic passage of the U. S. S. 
Columbia, a correspondent, “signing himself “Vice-Ad- 
miral,” writes to the London “Times” as follows: “Are 
we practically standing still as far as speed is con- 
cerned in the majority of our new ships, and are others 
doing so also? In our case we may draw our own con- 
clusions by comparison, as, for instance, in the Mag- 
nificent—building—we have put 12,000 indicative horse- 
power to drive a hull of 14,900 tons, as against 13,000 
indicative horse-power to drive the 14,150 tons in Royal 
Sovereign, N. D. A. type; and again in the Doris class 
we find 9,600 indicated horse-power propelling 5,600 
tons, as against Magicienne, 2,950 tons—built ten years 
ago—and driven by 9,000 indicative horse-power. On 
the other hand, we may quote Elswick vessels built for 
foreign governments as continually advancing in speed, 
and the same may be said of other foreign nations. 
Are we, therefore, Alone to stand still in placid content- 
ment with battleships of 17 knots and cruisers of 20, or 
should not some attempt be made to go ‘one better’ in 
each succeeding type?” 


The annual reports of department commanders are 
beginning to reach Washington. to be digested by the 
Lieutenant General before making his final report as 
Commanding General of the Army. 

Speaking of nis inspection trip, Secretary Herbert 
said: “Four vessels are now maneuvering under Adm). 
Bunce, and this number will be increased by others 
just as soon as possible, so as to permit of fleet drills 
on a large scale. The squadron commenced its maneu- 
vering on the day it put to sea from New York, and has 
been practicing drills ever since. On the trip from New 
York to Newport the five vessels were put through a 
series of simple exercises, which were of the greatest 
benefit to them, and which were the forerunners of 
others more difficult. Upon arrival at Newport the 
officers and men went through drills in small boats, and 
had some interesting and practical instruction in this 
line.. There were landing parties and other important 
exercises there. En route for Bar Harbor the squadron 
engaged in evolutions, such as forming in line, forming 
in column, forming in echelon, etc. One of the interest- 
ing features of the exercises during this voyage were 
the signal drills at night. Early during the trip en 
route to Bar Harbor Adml. Bunce had fog drills. 
Shortly after they were completed a fog came up, and 
then it was necessary to continue steaming, direction 
being taken by means of whistling. When the fog 
cleared away, eighteen hours later, it was found that 
the ships had retained the positions to which they had 
been assigned. This was a matter of some felicitation 
on the part of the fleet officers. In addition to tWe ex- 
ercises I have referred to there was great gun practice. 
After four days at Bar Harbor the fleet went down the 
coast to Provincetown. It engaged in maneuvers en 
route and continued them on the way to Boston. I 
found all the navy yards in good condition. I was 
very much pleased with the results of my trip, as I

Ministry of Marine has adopted for the artillery of the 
French Navy the type of gun known as No. 305. _ It 
has a length of forty times its caliber, and the shells 
discharg by it are stated to be capable of breaking 
all armor plates at present known. 

Experimental work with smokeless powder will be 
performed by the North Atlantic Squadron during its 

ractice cruise. Capt. Sampson, Chief of the Ordnance 

ureau, has issued orders directing that the vessels of 
this squadron be supplied with ammunition of this char- 
acter for the 1 an 6 pounder guns. This will be 
used for practice, and a result of the work will be re- 
ported to the Navy Department. The powder to be 
issued is the Navy K smokeless. 

For the two battleships is is expected that contracts 
will be placed for something like 7,000 tons of armor. 
There will be no increase in the severity of the tests 
for acceptance of ballistic plates, it being the opinion 
of Capt. Sampson that the present uirements are all 
that can be desired. While it may that no clause 
will be placed in the specifications requiring that the 
double-forging process be followed, it is understood to 
be the intention of the authorities to take under consid- 
eration the advisability of making inducements to the 
armor firms to follow this process in turning out armor 
for the Government. According to Capt. Sampson, 
Chief of the Ordnance Bureau, there is no truth 
whatever in the report that the Bethlehem Co. has pro- 
tested against the incorporation of a clause in the 
contract requiring that e double-forging process be 
followed by the armor contractors. 

An officer of the Argentine Republic nas invented a 
revolver which carries, in addition to the ordinary 
cylinder, a magazine holding five cartridges, and which 
can be filled with a pong of five cartridges by a single 
motion of the hand. “Arms and Explosives” says: 
“The empty cases are thrown out immediately on being 
fired. These results are obtained without any appre- 
ciable departure from the ordinary functions of a re- 
volver, the mechanism being equally easy to operate, the 
only difference or | that a reserve of ten cartridges is 
secured in place of the five or six which previously 
represented its capacity. It is arranged that the maga- 
zine may be cut off, so as to be ready in case of an 
emergency, firing proceeding in the mean time on the 
same lines as that now in general use. Another feature 
in the weapon lies in the measures adopted to prevent 
the escape of gas between the cylinder and the breech 
end of the barrel. With it excellent results ballistically 
are obtained with comparatively small charges of 
powder. The revolver is loaded by holding it in the 
right hand, and pushing a clip containing five cartridges 
into the magazine with the left hand. Once introduced, 
they are held in such a position that the top one is al- 
ways opposite the chamber next to and on the left-hand 
side of the one facing the barrel. The movement of a 
small lever pushes them one at a time into the chambers 
of the revolver each time the latter is actuated. The 
cartridge of the revolver is formed with the case ex- 
tending beyond the bullet, the extending part being 
cone-shaped, so that when the bullet is pcectes for- 
ward at the time of firing, it will force the contracted 
mouth forward and outward till it covers the gap be- 
tween the cylinder and barrel.” 

The reports recently published giving the results of ex- 
periments and practice with the 12-pounder gun in 
India during the past season, show the following aver- 
ages, calculated on the performances of all horse and 
field batteries exercised.

Where posts have not 
been designated, Department Commanders will make 
the designation. As far as practicable all regimental 
company and the authorized allowance of officers’ bag- 
gage will be shipped by rail from initial pomts to the 
new stations of different detachments of each regiment. 

The first steel vessel to be built at Perth Amboy, N. 
J., will soon be under way. It will be a gunboat for 
which the Government of Colombia has contracted. 
The boat is intended for use on shallow rivers. She is 
to be 140 feet over all, and her beam will be 35 feet. 
From deck to keel the distance will be 7 feet. She 
will be driven by triple-expansion engines, and will use 
feathering paddle wheels of an improved and 
newly-patented pattern.

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THE BANNACK AFFAIR. 


Brig. Gen. J. J. Coppinger, Commanding General of 
the Department of the Platte, arrived in Washington 
on Sunday night direct from Omaha, and has since 
been busily engaged transacting the business which 
took him to the Capital and in calling on his old friends 
and receiving calls from them. He was at the War 
Department on Tuesday, accompanied by his aid, Ist 
Lieut. Grote Hutcheson, 9th Cav., and paid his re- 
spects to Secretary Lamont. He also discussed with 
that official several matters connected with his de- 
partment and the recent Bannack troubles. His oral 
report was also heard by Indian Commissioner Brown- 
ing. His official report on this trouble was submitted 
to the Secretary during this call. ‘ 

Gen. Coppinger said to the “Journal” representative 
that so far as he knows but two men and one child 
were killed in the Bannack “outbreak.”’ These were 
all Bannacks. One Indian, called Nee-Mutz, a man of 
21 years, was found shot through the back, the ball 
having passed through the body and lodged in the bones 
of the left wrist. He was brought to the soldiers’ 
camp thirty days afterward by a detachment of troops, 
still conscious but in a frightful condition, the wound 
having begun to mortify. Nee-Mutz told Gen. Cop- 
pinger that on July 12 eleven Bannacks and their 
squaws were hunting elk. They were suddenly 
awakened in camp that morning and found themselves 
surrounded by fifteen or twenty armed white men. 
They were arrested and started away single file, 
mounted, a white man in front, next an Indian, next 
a white man and so on, with a squad of white men 
behind them and the squaws and children following 
away behind unattended. He said some of the white 
men told him they were going to hang the Indians, and 
that others said they were going to put them in jail. 
At any rate, as they marched along the narrow trail 
they passed near a wood and the Indians with a cry oi 
warning broke away and ran for the timber. The 
white men opened fire. One Indian was shot down with 
four bullets. His body was afterward found and 
buried by the soldiers. Gen. Coppinger said a child 
was killed—some told him by falling against a rock, 
others by a blow from the stock of a white man’s Win- 
chester. Another Indian was killed, but his body could 
not be found. Nee-Mutz was wounded. The other In- 
dians escaped. t 

“This was all there was of the Bannack outbreak,’ 
continued Gen. Coppinger; “it was an outbreak for 
liberty, not for killing white men and burning and 
pillaging their homes. The Indians were no more re- 
sponsible for the trouble than I am. They were peace- 
ably engaged in hunting elk, which they had a perfect 
right to do. It was not only their quest for food, but 
their recreation. They were not given all the meat 
they needed by the Government, and by explicit con- 
ditions of their treaty were allowed to hunt as many 
elk as they required. They were not killing elk by the 
wholesale for their unborn young, as the white men 
claimed, nor were the canyons filled with the half-con- 
sumed carcasses of the animals.” sis ; ‘ 

Gen. Coppinger’s personal investigation failed to 
show a single instance of reckless slaughter of elk by 
Indians. n the contrary, he found that the In- 
dians cared for the meat and dried and carried home 
what they did not eat on the spot. Nor are the settlers 
of the Teton basin responsible for the trouble with the 
Indians. Gen. Coppinger did not care to say who were 
responsible. There never was any danger in the Teton 
basin or at Jackson’s Hole of an outbreak of the In- 
dians. They were in more danger than the whites, and 
the visit of the soldiers probably saved the lives of 
more of the former than whites. ; 

Gen. Congas believes that it will be wise to keep 
troops in the field for some little time yet. He has 
stationed twocompanies of the 9th Cav. east of Jackson's 
Hole; two troops of that regiment south of Jack- 
son’s Hole; two companies of infantry west of Teton 
Pass; one company of infantry in Swan's Valley and 
two companies of infantry at the Bannack agency. 
The cost of the entire movement will be small, aggre- 
gating, according to an estimate made by Gen. Cop- 
pinger, less than $10,000. ’ y 

Gen. Coppinger said the affairs of his department 
were in a very satisfactory condition. The troops had 
had considerable exercise in the field during the past 
summer and were in good health. 

The statements of Gen. Coppinger are fully confirmed 
by the report-of the U. S. District Attorney for Wyom- 
ing. Unfortunately there is no United States law that 
will reach the murderous officials and local public sen- 
timent protects them. A similar report comes from the 
U. 8. Deputy Marshal of Wyoming. The whole affair 
was, in the Marshal’s opinion, ‘ta premediated and pre- 
arranged plan to kill some Indians and thus stir up 
sufficient trouble to subsequently get United States 
troops into the region. 


ADMIRAL BELKNAP’S OPINION. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

As an American I beg to thank you for your editorial 
under the caption of “The Rising Cloud in the East,” in 
your issue of the 3lst ult., and especially as regards its 
last paragraph. ‘ 

In that paragraph you have noted in temperate but 
forceful language the contempt and n“Y : hostility of 
England toward the United States, and their growing 
power. ‘There isn’t a particle of doubt as to the truth 
of your averments, and the sooner all Americans recog- 
nize the fact that of all nations the English nation is our 
most inveterate and determined enemy, the better it will 
be for all concerned. 

“The Bible of Kings James, the language of Shakes- 
peare and Bacon, a common lineage in part,” are, as 
you say, “used as arguments” by Englishmen to silence 
our opinions and to blind our eyes whenever England at- 
tempts to encroach upon our rights on this continent. 
But most of us, of British lineage, do not trace such 
lineage to the present-century stock, but to the stock of 
the days of Pym and Hampden and “Red-Nosed Noll” 
and the forbears of the men of that stern but gallant 
time. 

We owe no thanks whatever to England of North 
and Grafton, Pitt the younger and Wellington, Mel- 
bourne and Peel, Palmerston and Russell, Gladstone and 
Disraeli, Rosebery and Salisbury; men who, as a rule, 
have no more comprehended the character of this people 
than did George III. and other stupid Britons of his 
time. 

Perhaps, among them all, Mr. Disraeli had the least 
malevolent feeling toward the United States. It is quite 
certain, indeed, that had that statesman, as the leader 
of her majesty’s opposition, consented to hold up the 
hands of Palmerston and Russell in their wish to recog- 
nize the Southern Confederacy, such recognition would 
have speedily followed. 

The average Briton does not take in the fact that 
from the earliest colonial days the Anglo-Saxon-Norman- 
Celtic stock that settled the major part of our Atlantic 


coast began 

blood flowi with no hint of deterioration, in a new 
and independent channel of national existence and ex- 
panding empire, regardless of the stifling influences of 
the British crown and the unfriendly legislation of the 
British Parliament. 

Your statement as regards affairs in the Orient, that 
“our sympathies are not with England, but rather with 
Russia,” will startle some of the Anglomaniacs in our 
midst. Nevertheless, what you say is the naked fact. 
We like our friends; and we ought to like them. Ever 
since the day when the — Catharine Il. tore up 
the autograph note of George III., asking her to put some 
of her troops under his pay to fight our fathers of the 
Revolution and threw it into the fire in presence of the 
British Ambassador, Russia has been our firm and stead- 
fast friend in every emergency of moment and concern. 
And I venture the opinion that should Japan, in settling 
the grave quesuons that now confront her as a result of 
her victorious war with China, lend herself to entangling 
dalliance with the British lion rather than to the vent- 
uresome embraces of the ——s bear, she will rue the

THE ARMY AND NAVY UNION.

conventions fully show this. The ~» A, precisely the 
same rights in the order as the members of the Army, 
and any measure that will elevate their social and mate- 
rial standing is our duty to support. From correspond- 
ence already in my possession, coming from the blue- 
jackets, I can state to the members of the order that 
unless a strong protest is made, showing that the Union 
is not in sympathy with the National Commander, we 
will lose all we have gained during the past two years, 
mainly through the exertions of Adjt. Gen. Fanning. 

lieving that I voice the sentiments of my Army com- 
rades on the subject, I beg them to secure the passage of 
appropriate resolutions by their garrisons, protesting 
against so much of the circular as will tend toward 
driving the blue-jackets from our ranks, and that any 
statement made to the effect that we are not in sym- 
athy with reforms demanded by a majority of the mem- 
ers of the many fs without authority and contrary to 
the obligation taken by every member of the union. Un- 
less this is done and our Navy comrades are assured 
that we of the Army do not approve of the circular, 
the effects will be serious.

ALLOWANCE FOR RATIONS AND SERVANT. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

As it is very likely that Gen. Morgan’s suggestions 
on this subject would meet with some opposition, let 
me make a suggestion. In the field there are but few 
officers who can well afford to keep a servant, if in- 
deed he can get one to go with him. But in the field 
it would be far better to have every one in the com- 
mand subject to military rule. Then let every officer 
in the field be entitled to have an enlisted man de- 
tailed on daily duty as his servant or waiter. Make no 
deduction from the officer’s pay, but let it be regarded 
as promoting the efficiency of the command. The Govy- 
ernment would lose nothing by such a detail—the men 
would always be available for duty in case of a fight. 
As for the clap-trap nonsense so freely indulged in a 
few years ago, as to its being degrading to a soldier to 
do menial service for an officer, is it any more degrad- 
ing to a soldier to cook for an officer than it is to cook 
for a private? If so, I would suggest that the position 
of an officer be elevated until it is equal to that of a 
private. Perhaps no duties are more disagreeable than 
those of a nurse for the sick or wounded, and yet how 
many ladies of culture and refinement gladly discharge 
these duties for husbands, sons and brothers. In

the officers at Benicia Barracks found themselves in 
sore straits. An officer’s monthly pay would not hire 
a cook for a week. The officers—married and single— 
formed a common mess, and the ladies—refined and 
cultured—took turns in running the mess, that is, in 
cooking and all the other duties requisite. No one can 
suppose they lowered themselves by this; on the con- 
trary, it was very much to their credit. 

We make a great parade of the dignity of labor, and 
yet at times we—some of us—decry certain necessary 
labor as menial, degrading. The truth is, no necessary 
or useful labor is degrading. ‘There is not an officer of 
the Army who does not have to blow his own nose—not 
an act of great delicacy and refinement, but a very 
necessary one in our changeable climate.

Rumors of the prospective detachment of Rear 
Adml. Kirkland from the command of the European 
Squadron are circulating around the Navy Department 
with redoubled force. There remains no doubt what- 
ever in the opinion of officers on duty in the Depart- 
ment that Rear Adml. Kirkland desires to return to 
shore duty, and it is believed that if he could get an 
assignment to either Mare Island or League Island he 
would gladly relinquish the command of the European 
station. Rear Adml. Kirkland has as yet made no 
formal application for detachment, but his personal let- 
ters to friends indicate his desire in this connection. It 
is the impression at the Navy Department that he will 
not be relieved until the coming winter. A complaint 
has been filed against the Admiral by U. S. Consul 
Henry Robertson, stationed in Hamburg, for alleged 
failure to extend his official courtesies during the Kiel 
féte. Consul Robertson’s principal charge is the failure 
of Rear Adml. Kirkland to invite him on board the 
Marblehead to make the passage through the canal, and 
he also takes exception to Adml. Kirkland’s failure to 
notice him during the reception and banquet given to 
foreign ofticers by the German emperor. As Consul 
Robertson failed to make his presence at either Kiel 
or Hamburg known to Rear Adml. Kirkland, he could 
hardly expect that officer to go around those cities on 
the search for him in order to experience the delight of 
his company during the Kiel event. Rear Adml. Kirk- 
land wa’s not there to take care of consuls; the Am- 
bassador to Germany should have done that. Besides 
the number of persons permitted on the Marblehead by 
the Navy Department, and an increase of that number 
would have been disobedience of the orders of his supe- 
riors. It is expected that Secretary Herbert will sus- 
tain the Admiral in this matter. Another difficulty 
arose in consequence of an order issued by that officer 
during the visit of the German emperor to the New 
York at Kiel. Among the officers in line, was Chaplain 
H. H. Clark, of the New York. The occasion was a 
special full dress one, and Rear Adml. Kirkland ob- 
jected to Chaplain Clark’s presence because of his lack 
of the govnet uniform. At the instance of the Admiral 
Capt. Evans ordered the Chaplain below. The Chap- 
lain brought-the matter to the attention of the De- 
partment, which thereupon expressed its disapproval of 
the action taker by the Admiral.

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RECENT DEATHS. 

Mr. Chas. B. Perry, who died at Delhi, N. Y., Aug. 
23, served from May, 1 to January, 1866, as an Act- 
ing Assistant Paymaster U. 8S. N. 

Col. J. S. Prince, father of Mrs. Morgan, wife of Brig. 
Gen. Morgan, Comy. Gen., died on the 3d inst. in St. 
Paul, Minn, in the 75th year of his age. Col. Prince 
was one of the most progressive and enterprising spirits 
of the West. He was born in Ohio in the pioneer days, 
and traveled throughout the West on business con- 
nected with the fur firm of Mr. Pierre Chouteau, of St. 
Louis. He finally located in St. Paul, and immediately 
sprung into popularity, being elected as Mayor of Min- 
nesota’s capital three successive times. Col. Prince 
was one of the best-known figures of the West, and his 
death is generally regretted. 

A dispatch from Seattle, Washington, reports the 
death there, Sept. 4, of Brig. Gen. August Val- 
entine Kautz, U. , ie SOR a distin- 
guished officer with a brilliant record of service. He 
was born in Germany, was appointed to the U. 8. Mili- 
tary Academy, from Ohio, in 1848, was graduated in 
1852 and appointed to the 4th Inf. For several years 
he rendered arduous service on the frontier, being 
twice wounded in action with Indians. In 1861 he was 
appointed Captain in the 6th Cav., in 1862 Colonel of the 
2d Ohio Cav., and in 1864 Brigadier General of Volun- 
teers. As a cavalry commander during the war his 
career was brilliant, being present as a division com- 
mander in many battles, and always receiving the 
highest commendation for his qualities as a leader. He 
received brevets from Major to Major General for gal- 
lantry at Monticello, Ky., Petersburg, Darbytown Road, 
campaign against Richmond, and services generally 
during the war. Mustered out of the volunteer service 
in January, 1866, he reverted to duty in the regular 
Army, and was appointed Lieutenant Colonel 34th Inf. 
the following July, transferred to the 15th 


Inf. in 1869, and promoted Colonel of the 8th Inf. in 1874. 


In 1891 he was appointed Brig. Gen. and in January, 
1892, was retired for age. It may also be stated that Gen. 
Kautz served in the Hostess War as a private of Ist 
Ohio Volunteers before entering the Military Academy. 
He wrote several works designed for practical use in 
the Army, which are still constantly referred to as 
authority. This is but an outline of the military serv- 
ices of this prominent officer, whose death will be 
widely and sincerely regretted. He was a brother of 
Capt. A. Kautz, U. 8S. N. 

Gen. Ely Samuel Parker, who died suddenly Aug. 30 
at Fairfield, Conn., was a full-blooded Indian, born on 
the Towanda reservation in New York, chief of the 
Seneca tribe and king of the Six Nations. His Indian 
name was Do-Ne-Ho-Go-Wa, which means “keeper of 
the western gate”” Gen. Parker was educated at Elli- 
cottsville, N. Y. where he studied the profession of 
civilengineer, also law. Early in his life he became inter- 
ested in Indian affairs,and went to Washington, and after- 
ward to Galena, where he was a friend of Gen. Grant. 
In 1863 he was appointed an A. A. G. of Volunteers, 
served for a short while on the staff of Gen. J. E. 
Smith, and then on the staff of Gen. Grant, to whom he 
was appointed Military Secretary with rank of Lieuten- 
ant Colonel, in September, 1864. He received brevets of 
Colonel and Brigadier General of Volunteers for his 
gallant and meritorious services. Mustered out at the 
close of the war he was appointed 2d Lieutenant 2d 
Cav. in March, 1866, and soon afterward detailed 
A. D. C. to Gen. Grant, with rank of Colonel, and re- 
ceived brevets for his services during the war from Ist 
Lieutenant to Brigadier General. hen Gen. Grant 
became president in 1869 Gen. Parker resigned, was 
appointed Commissioner of Indian Affairs, and held the 
position in 1871. He married Miss Minnie Sackett, one 
of the most popular belles of the Capital. After Grant’s 
second term was over Gen. Parker faded out of the 
public view. His large fortune was almost entirely 
swept away in the crash of the Freedman’s Bank. In 
1876 he came to New York with his wife and infant 
daughter, and finally drifted into the Police Depart- 
ment, where he secured an appointment as supply 
clerk. Here he remained until his death. His wife 
and only daughter, the latter now a beautiful young 
woman of 20, were present at his deathbed. His 
brother, John, who was chief of the Senecas on the 
Cattaraugus reservation, died two years ago. The 
a took place at Fairfield, Sept. 4, with military 
honors. 


UNIFORM FOR RETIRED OFFICERS.

Your correspondent (page 836, Aug. 17) is in error 
when he says there are no regulations for uniforms fo 
retired officers. The uniform of a retired officer is the 
uniform he wore at the time of his retirement—omitting 
the regimental designation. This should be satisfactory. 
A retired officer has occasion to wear his uniform but 
seldom, and there are but few retired oflicers who could 
afford to keep up with the procession of the constant 
changes of uniform.

Traffic in the Kaiser Wilhelm Canal has been very 
satisfactory, considering the fact that up to the present 
time ships of only 444 meters draught have been ad- 
mitted. From July 1 to 8 516 steam and sailing ves- 
sels of 28,062 registered tonnage have passed through 
the Kiel Canal, paying tolls of 11,766 marks, or some- 
what less than $3,000. Ships of war and others pay- 
ing no tolls are not included in these figures.

Mr. William Dixon Weaver, late Asst. Engr, U. 8S. 
N., has in the London “Engineer” some interesting cal- 
culations as to the length of time and distance required 
to stop a steam vessel going full speed ahead when the 
propelling machinery is reversed. Omitting the mathe- 
matical formulas we come to Mr. Weaver's conclusions, 
which are given in the following table for the Cunarder 
Etruria, the Italian ironclad Lepanto, the United States 
naval vessels Columbia, Yorktown, Bancroft and Cush- 
ing, and the Russian torpedo boat Wiborg:

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The writer has been unable to obtain any experimental 
data to test the above results, except in the case of the 
Wiborg, in the report of whose trial trip it is stated that 
the distance in which the boat was stopped from full 
speed ahead was 438 ft., and the time 30 secs.; this 
is rather an unsatisfactory example, however, owing to 
the considerable chance of error in observation on ac- 
count of the short distance and small time. On the in- 
spection trial of United States warships these data are 
supposed to be taken, but on account of the very per- 
functory nature of such trials from a technical stand- 
point, the data, if obtainable, would probably be of little 
lor no value, and therefore no search for them has been 
made. 








The London “Engineer” says anent the Bricsson: 
“The persistency with which ill-luck will dog a ship 
has often been subject for comment. H. M. 8. Vic- 
toria was one among the many instances of this, and, 
from recent reports, it is clear that the United States 
torpedo boat Ericsson is another. We watch her 
career with some interest, although of course her mis- 
fortunes can never be of so overwhelming a nature as 
that of our own instance. We find that the ‘hot-water 
pipe’ mentioned in the telegram, which ‘burst,’ was a 
steam by-pass to the starboard low-pressure cylinder. 
We presume it communicated with either an auxiliary 
starting valve on the side of the cylinder, ‘or straight 
into the low-pressure receiver. The pipe broke because 
the low-pressure cylinder had just set it the example,

ter was ‘wrecked.’ 
dents somewhat resemble one another, as from our 
issue of Dec. 28 last we find that on Nov. 30, 1894, 
while running her fifth trial, the low-pressure piston 
rod gave way, ‘wrecking the low-pressure cylinder.’ 
The recurrence of disaster from so similar a cause would 
seem to point to defective design. The tendency which 
our neighbors exhibit in much of their engineering to 
reduce material to the lowest possible figure is here 
asserted in a slightly new form, and we should not be 
in the least surprised to find that the engines of this 
vessel will, when they eventually succeed in undergoing 
their trials, have partaken considerably of the nature 
of the celebrated gun which stood in need of a new 
stock, lock and barrel.”

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MISSIONARY EFFORT IN CHINA. 


Gen. O. O. Howard in a letter to the editor of the 
“Armyand Navy Journal” excepts to the article entitled 
“Missionaries and the Navy,” on page 859 of the 
“Journal” of Aug. 24, in which we quoted the state- 
ment of the Japanese correspondent of the New York 
“Herald.” The opinion expressed by Col. Cockerill 
that the good achieved in China by mission work 
isnot commensurate withthe cost and trouble is after all 
a matter of opinion, and it does not necessarily imply 
that no good has been accomplished. In reply to it 
Gen. Howard says: 

“I found a similar condemnation of missionary effort 
for Africa and Asia in 1884, for example, at Alexan- 
dria. I went to see and found a good school and as fine, 
cultured, Christian American teachers as our best 
people could send. At Cairo, Egypt, the English and 
American missionaries were worked together. How 
could there have been more efficient and better people? 
At Smyrna there was a church building well filled, and 
a fine school, where the results, Christian conduct and 
clear-cut instruction were evident. At Constantinople 
there are but few of even unchristian men who can- 
not see the glorious work accomplished. The Robert 
College and girls’ seminary at Scutari carry our 
best Christian culture to the nations of the East. It is 
folly, of course, and a sin to injure the reputation of a 
whole ship’s company or garrison because of the con- 
duct of a few drunken sailors. But on account of one 
silly woman, or even a few injudicious missionaries, it 
would be a sadder mistake to injure the repute and so 
cut off the supplies of a thousand missionaries, who 
are endeavoring, and mostly with increasing success, to 
save men from their known degradation under blind- 
ness, darkness and woe, occasioned by actual vile prac- 
tices which nobody denies.” 

In further confirmation of this opinion Gen. Howard 
quotes from Minister Denby, who represents the United 
States in China, and who has given many testimonies to 
the character and work of the Chinese missionaries in 
the Middle Kingdom. Mr. Denby says: “No one can 
controvert the fact that the Chinese are enormously 
benefited by the labors of the missionaries. Foreign 
hospitals are a great boon to the sick. China, before 
the advent of the foreigner, did not know what sur- 
gery was; now there are more than twenty charity 
hospitals, presided over by men of as great ability as 
can be found elsewhere in the world; Dr. Kerr’s, at 
Canton, is one of the great institutions of the kind in 
the world. The Viceroy, Li Hung Chang, has for 
years maintained at Tien-Tsin, at his own expense, a 
foreign hospital. In education, the movement is im- 
mense. There are schools and colleges all over China 
taught by the missionaries. I have been present ofter 
at the exhibitions given by those schools. They showed 
progress in a great degree. The educated Chinaman 
who speaks English becomes a new man. A long time 
before the present war the emperor was studying 
English, and, it is said, was fast acquiring the lan- 
guage. Nowhere is education more sought than in 
China. The Government is to some extent founded on 
it. There is a Chinese Imperial College at Peking, the 
Tung-Zoen, presided over by our distinguished fellow 
citizen, Dr. W. A. P. Martin; also a university con- 
ducted by the Methodist Mission. There are also many 
foreign orphan asylums in various cities, which take 
eare of thousands of waifs. » 

“There are various anti-opium hospitals, where the 
victims of this vice are cured. There are industrial 
schools and workshops. This is a very brief and in- 
complete summary of what missionaries are doing for 
the Chinese. Protestant and Catholic from nearly 
every country under the sun are engaged in this work, 
and, in my opinion, they do nothing but good. There are 
supposed to be 40,000 Protestant converts, and at least 
500,000 Catholic converts. There are many native 
Christian churches. The converts seem to be as devout 
as people of any other race. As far as my knowledge 
extends, I can and do say that the missionaries are 
self-sacrificing; that their lives are pure; that they are 
devoted to their work; that their influence is beneficial 
to the natives; that the arts and sciences and civiliza- 
tion are greatly spread by their efforts; that many use- 
ful Western books are translated by them into Chinese; 
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that they are the leaders in all charitable work, giving 
largely themselves, and personally disbursing the funds 
with which they are intrusted; that they do make con- 
verts, and such converts are mentally benefited by con- 
version.” 

Our Minister to China is, as Gen. Howard says; 
“a man of observation and probity, and tells the truth.” 
Nothing that he can say of the character of the mis- 
sionaries who have labored in China can exceed the 
truth. Robert Morris, Milne, Drs. Medhurst and 
Parker, S. Wells Williams, and William Dean among 
Protestants, the Jesuit Fathers Ricci, Schall and Huc 
among Catholics, are proof of this. But still the ques- 
tion remains whether sufficient has been accomplished 
in China to justify the expenditure of devoted labor, of 
treasure and blood that has accompanied the attempt 
to Christianize that country. We donot argue the ques- 
tion, but it cannot well be denied that it is a question 
subject to argument. 

There are no exact statistics, but, accepting the es- 
timate of 40,000 Protestant Christians in China, we 
find that they constitute only one-one-hundredth of 1 per 
cent. of the population, and even the Catholic total of 
half a million is but one-eighth of 1 per cent. This 
can scarcely be called encouraging in a worldly point 
of view when we remember that the Nestorians had 
missions in China 800 years ago, and that the Roman 
Catholic population of China in 1722, 173 years ago, 
was estimated at 800,000. 

According to Chunder Sin: “The spirit of Christianity 
has pervaded the whole of Indian society, and we 
breathe, think, feel and move in a Christian atmos- 
phere.” No such change has followed thus far in 
China, and for the sufficient reason that the results of 
missionary effort in China are confined almost entirely 
to the coolie class. It is true that the Viceroy, Li Hung 
Chang, established at Tien-Tsin a woman’s hospital, 
in gratitude for the cure of his wife by a lady physi- 
cian, and that he never travels without having a for- 
eign physician with him, but this is rather a tribute to 
modern medical science than to Christianity, which has 
no more affected the opinions of the viceroy or the 
class to which he belongs, than it has those of the 
Grand Lama of Thibet. Yet Li is a man of great 
ability, even according to foreign standards there is 
no more enlightened man in China. But he represents 
the educated class in China, who look with as much 
contemptonthe religious beliefs of @hristianity as we do 
upon those of the American aboriginees or the fetish 
worshipers of Africa. 

Unquestionably the missionaries have done a great 
work by their translations of scientific works into 
Chinese, and the chief access of the Chinese to foreign 
science has been through them. Another powerful in- 
fluence in the direction of modernizing China are the 
industrial schools, in which thousands of Chinese have 
been educated in foreign handicrafts, and the special 
schools established by the Chinese Government for the 
serviceofthe war, Navy and the telegraph. Still another 
influence in this direction has been the education of a 
few young men ip this country who have gone home 
more completely transformed than any other class of 
their countrymen. 

We are quite aware that the incentive to missionary 
effort is in higher purposes than utilitarian success, but 
measured by this, the result is clearly not encouraging. 
If there are half a million Christians in China there 
are ten million Mohammedans, and the Mohammedan 
population of India is estimated at 41,000,000 and that 
of Africa at 100,000,000. All of which tends to show 
that religious beliefs follow largely lines of ethnological 
differences, and that given a certain amount of zeal, 
energy and pecuniary expenditureit may perhapsfind more 
profitable use than in the attempt to trasnform the an- 
cient and stubborn religious opinions of the inhabitants 
of the Middle Kingdom. Perhaps, after reading what is 
here said, Gen. Howard may accept the conclusions of 
a Southern clergyman who holds that the Chinese are 
a pre-Adamite people to whom the promises of the 
Gospel are not given. 





The new cap subjects Army officers to amusing ex- 
periences whene’er they take their walks abroad, like the 
philosopher in good old Dr. Watts’ hymn. One of them, 
who came in contact with alotof National Guardsmen 
waiting for the same train, overheard a group discuss- 
ing his personality. A voice piped up, “He must be 
the conductor of the Governor’s special military train;” 
another retorted, “Ah, come off, the train ain't come 
yit.” To this conclusive argument the reply was, 
“Well, I suppose it ain’t the Salvation Army either, 
but it looks like it.” Next came a Colonel of militia, 
who congratulated the wearer of the cap upon attain- 
ing shoulder straps, which he had worn for a genera- 
tion, supposing him to be the leader of the brigade 
band who had but recently received authority to wear 
the straps. The cap is no doubt a comfortable one, but 
some of those who wear it complain that it gets out of 
shape very readily and looks frowsy with but little wear. 
A single shower is sufficient to shrivel it up in drying. 
Very few officers that we learn of recommend the cap 
for military purposes. By observing becoming sancti- 
mony of countenance they might any of them attend 
the meeting of enthusiastic peace advocates at Niantic, 
Conn., without having their bloodthirsty calling sus- 
pected. Combining the cap with the good looks that 
pertain to the profession of arms, our officers ought to 


have a “walk-over’ with the lasses of the Salvation 
Army, of which the worthy Adjutant General of the 


State of New York is an honored member. The addi- 
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tion of a red ribbon with a proper inscription is ali 
they need to complete the uniform. 

Jas. Rush Lincoln, Commandant Iowa Agricultural 
College, appears to have fallen in love with the new cap. 
He says: 

“Permit me to say a good word for the new fatigue 
cap. After using it as a cadet cap at the Iowa Agri- 
cultural College for the last three years, I can say it is a 
success as a comfortable, neat-appearing, serviceable 
cap. Not so natty, perhaps, as the old cap, but of some 
account as a head covering, and if worn properly, 
squarely on the head, looks soldierly. But wear it on 
the back of the head, with a shaggy foretop hanging 
over the brows, and I must confess it serves rather as a 
good example in proving ‘evolution’ than as a sol- 
dierly head-covering, but soldiers are not expected to 
wear their caps in that fashion. With the old cadet cap 
we had more or less fainting each year on drill during 
hot weather. Since we have been using the new style 
cap we have not had a single cadet leave the ranks on 
account of the heat. If it is worn three months no one 
will be found willing to go back to the old.” 


Sioux City, Ia., has been honoring the memory of 
Sergt. Charles Floyd,of the Lewis and Clark Expedition. 
whose remains were buried at that spot in 1804, he hav- 
ing expired when the expedition was 90 days out from 
St. Louis on its transcontinental exploration. Sergt. 
Floyd's was the only life lost of that memorable party, 
which traveled three thousand miles and back through a 
then unexplored wilderness, encountering untold hard- 
ships and dangers, a feat which has never been sur- 
passed in the annals of exploration. The ceremonies 
consisted of a reburial of the remains with appropriate 
services and placing a slab where they lie. It is further 
proposed to erect a monument and to establish a park 
of 22 acres, to be known as Floyd Park. Addresses 
were delivered by Dr. Elliott Coues, the eminent 
historian of the Lewis and Clark Expedition, and the 
greatest living authority on everything pertaining to it, 
and by Professor Butler, of Madison, Wis., on Sergt. 
Floyd and the discovery of his manuscript journal 
among the Draper collection. Dr. Elliott Coues has just 
completed his new edition of “Zebulon M. Pike’s Explo- 
rations in the West and Southwest.” In it he has gone 
in great detail into the headwaters of the Mississippi 
question and of the claims made by explorers of ancient 
and modern times. 


Gen. Graham has given a fitting answer to the sym- 
pathizers with strikers in San Francisco, who, through 
the clerical chairman of a meeting held by them, had the 
impudence to demand that he should revise an inscrip- 
tion on a monument in the post cemetery to suit their 
crazy notions. A San Francisco paper which we can- 
not name, as we have only a clipping from it, says: 
“There is some talk that this matter will be taken be- 
fore the Secretary of War, in order that Col. Graham's 
decision may be reversed, if possible. It seems in- 
credible that M. J. Ferguson and his anarchistic pals 
should entertain such a piece of monumental! idiocy.

The South promises to be quite lively, in a military 
way, during the month of September. The dedication 
ceremonies on the Chickamauga battlefield takes place 
Sept. 19 and 20, though the troops and veterans to par- 
ticipate will be in Chattanooga and vicinity several days 
previous; the nationalencampment of the Grand Army of 
the Republic occurs at Louisville, Sept. 11 to 13, and the 
national encampment of the Sons of Veterans is to be 
held at Knoxville, Sept. 16 to 19. One of the prominent 
features of the Chickamauga dedication will be an en- 
campment of U. 8. troops in command of a Colonel of 
the line. a 

Col. Loomis L. Langdon, retired, being asked his 
opinion as to the utility of converting the Palisades of 
New Jersey, on the North River, into fortifications, a 
project mooted in some quarters, is quoted as replying: 
“The purchase of the Palisades by the Government for 
any military purpose whatever would in my judgment 
be simply a useless extravagance uncalled for by any 
possible contingency incident to the military necessities 
of the Government.” 


Owing to the decrease in the number of posts Surg. 
Gen. Sternberg has been able to turn a large surplus 
into the Treasury, and will ask for less money next 
year. The estimates of other departments are ex- 
pected to show a similar decrease. It is understood 
the Surgeon General has made an estimate of $100,000 
to the Secretary of War for construction and repairs 
of hospitals. This is $50,000 more than estimate he 
submitted last year. 


Q. M. Gen. Batchelder has submitted his estimates 
to the Secretary of War for the next fiscal year. 
The figures are about the same as last year. His es- 
timates for transportation of troops is $2,500,000, 
$100,000 less than for the present year. This is re- 
garded as an indication of intention of the authorities 
to continue making transfers of regiments on the same 
scale as was done during the twelve months ending 
June 30.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The U. 8S. S. Fern was at Annapolis, Md. Sept. 5. 

The New York, the Minneapolis, the Raleigh and the 
Montgomery, of the North Atlantic Squadron, sailed 
from Boston Sept. 4 for Fisher’s Isuand, in Long Island 
Sound. 

The battleship Texas, Capt. Henry Glass, left the 
navy yard, Norfolk, Sept. 5, to test her machinery. She 
will remain in the roads for several days, and on the 
9th inst. she will make another trip to sea and be 
officially inspected. 

There is a strong probability that the Dashiell 
mechanism for rapid-fire guns which is now controlled 
by the Driggs Ordnance Co., will be used by the Army 
for the conversion of 150 3.2 old field guns into modern 
weapons. The “Journal” has printed a description of 
this mechanism, which is extremely simple and is com- 
posed of only 11 pieces. A 3.2-inch gun with 
few weeks at the Sandy Kook Proving Ground. 

Secretary Herbert has commended the Bureau of 
Construction and Repair on the excellent showing made 
by the framing behind the armor, which was tested on 
Wednesday at the Indian Head Proving Ground. This 
test demonstrated to the satisfaction of the Depart- 
ment that the framing was all that could be desired, 
both in strength and efficiency. 

Returns just received at the Navy Department show 
that the percentage of foreigners in the Navy is about 
the same as last, 30 per cent. As many of the for- 
eigners are proposing to become naturalized, it is ex- 
pected that the returns for the coming year will show 
a decrease. 

The Indiana will go to Halifax to be docked, and it 
is the determination of the Cramps to send a corps of 
expert workmen along to take care of the big ship dur- 
ing the docking. A simple statement of this fact is a 
sufficient comment upon our deficiencies in the matter 
of naval dry docks. 

The Naval Academy sloop-yacht Medusa, with Lieut. 
G. L. Dyer and party, returned from Old Point, Sept. 2. 
The yacht, which was in charge of Sailing Master 
Kelly, is said to have “cleared up” all the sailing craft 
on the bay with which she came in contact. The 
Medusa will be the flagship in cutter practice drills to 
be held under the seamanship department next term, 
The summer cruise of the cadets which ended last 
week is said to have been most agreeable and pleasant. 
Not a single case of hazing, it is said, was indulged in. 

With the screws designed by the Bureau of Steam 
Engineering, the Katahdin on Saturday last made 16.2 
knots an hour during her contractor's trial run with 
4,849 horse-power. Heretofore with a greatly increased 
horse-power she has not been able to make 16 knots. 
The report of Chief Engr. Entwistle, superintendent of 
construction, shows that the bottom of the craft was ex- 
tremely foul, and had it been in good shape, officers say 
that the ship would have made nearly 17 knots. The 
mean of the revolutions of the screws during her Sat- 
urday’s trial was 139.5. . 

A board consisting of Commo. Selfridge, Chief 
Engr. Milliken and Naval Constr. Capps was or- 
dered on Saturday by the Department to make 


Wednesday last at Norfolk, and made a thorough in. 
spection of the Amphitrite, including a regular tria} 
with blowers in full operation. A report received at the 
Department concerning the Amphitrite’s recent run in 
Southern waters shows that a large number of firemen 
were overcome by heat and had to be taken out of the 
firereom.

The survey of the Atlanta shows that she is badly in 
need of repairs, and she is to be placed out of com- 
mission. Her crew will be transferred to the Maine, 
which will be placed in commission. It is estimated 
that $300,000 will be required to repair the Atlanta, and 
she will have to wait for an appropriation. Her chief 
deficiency is in her machinery. Triple expansion en- 
gines, twin screws and boilers, capable of producing 
5,400 horse-power will replace compound engines, single 
screw and boilers of two thousand less horse-power. 
It is hoped to thus increase her speed to 17 knots. Her 
new machinery will resemble that of the Marblehead, 
except in the matter of boilers, which will probably 
be part coil and part Scotch boilers. If space is 
available her coal bunker capacity will be increased. 

Plans and specifications for the new composite gun- 
boats have been sent out to prospective bidders by Chief 
Naval Constr. Hichborn. The following ship-building 
firms were supplied with these articles: Cramp & 
Son, Philadelphia; Atlantic Works, Boston; Bath Iron 
Works; Columbia Safety Steamship Co.; Continental! 
Iron Works, Brooklyn; Dialogue & Son, Camden, N.

Lieut. Fiske’s steering telegraph has_ successfully 
passed its test in service on board the U. S New 
York, and is about to be installed on a liberal scale in 
the battleship Indiana. There will be three transmit- 
ters, oneinthe conning tower, one in the pilot house and 
one on the bridge; and these will be connected in- 
dependently to two receivers, or indicators, one near 
the steering engine and one near the hand wheels on 
the after part of the upper decks. By means of this 
simple apparatus accident to the steering gear is 
robbed of all its terrors because in the event of such 
an accident the helmsman has simply to step to a 
transmitter of the steering telegraph, and move the little 
lever exactly as though it were the helm of the ship, 
thereby indicating to the man stationed at the steering 
engine (or hand wheels) exactly how he wishes the 
helm to be placed. Each indicator, or receiver, is 
simply a very large galvanometer, of which the needle 
moves over a scale that is market “port” and “star- 
board” and is graduated in degrees of angle.

maneuvers of theN. Atlantic Squadron, The Atlanta has 
gone in the dock at Brooklyn for extensive repairs, It is 
now admitted that little» if-any, poocten work in the 
way of maneuvers can be accomplished before autumn. 
Happily, the squadron from now on is likely to become 
larger rather than smaller, unless there should be some 
serious trouble in the Pacific or Mediterranean, All of 
the new ships as fast as they are placed in commission 
will be kept in home waters, and Adml. Bunce’s fleet 
will be drawn upon only in cases of emergency. The 
next vessel to go into commission will be the gunnery 
ship Lancaster, on Sept. 12. The officers who have 
sought assignment to this vessel will be disappointed to 
learn that this remodeled craft will be broken in by a 
cruise to Brazil. We learn that she has been selected 
to convey a new crew to the South Atlantic Station for 
the Newark. It will be a short cruise, however, as she 
will return North with the old crew of the Newark just 
as soon as the change can be made.

The picture of the city of Minneapolis, which will 
adorn the main cabin of the vessel, is inclosed in a mas- 
sive mahogany frame, and is a very pretty bird’s-eye 
view, seven feet in length and three feet wide. 


WORK ON NAVAL VESSELS. 


There continues to be great activity on the part of 
the Navy Department in the matter of ship construc- 
tion. Since his return from his inspection trip, Sec- 
retary Herbert has been giving close attention to this 
matter. He has discussed with his chiefs of bureaus 
the ways and means for hurrying on the work, and as a 
result it is expected that there will be a P naw deal 
of activity displayed during the fall. The retary’s 
desire for haste is the result of his recent thorough 
inspection of the navy yards of the North Atlantic 
coast, and is due to his anxiety to make a good show- 
ing in his coming annual report to Congress. It is not 
venerally known, but the cost of keeping the Oregon 
ut the Union Iron Works is something like $1,500 a 
month. Work on this vessel has practically stopped. 
While on his inspection tour the Secretary inspected 
the work on the Puritan and Terror, and since his re- 
turn he has given directions looking to the early com- 
pletion of these vessels. There are at present four 
battleships under construction, one of which, the In- 
diana, will shortly undergo her official trial. There is 
one armored cruiser, the Brooklyn, building; four 
monitors; one harbor-defense ram, with which the 
Bath Iron Works is experimenting in order to obtain 
from her the speed required by her contract; three 
light-draught gunboats and three torpedo boats. This 
list will shortly be increased by three =e boats, six 
gunboats and two battleships. The ree gunboats 
building at Newport News will also be pushed toward 
completion. The authorities are anxious to have ves- 
sels of their small displacement in Chinese waters so 
that they may be sent into the rivers of the Celestial 
icmpire and give protection to Americans residing in the 
interior. When all the ships under construction are 
completed, the policy of the Department will be to 
create a reserve fleet such as Great Britain and France 
have. An effort was made during the last Congress to 
obtain legislation on this subject, but it was unsuc 
cessful. nder this policy all the vessels of the gun- 
boat class will be kept in commission, and many of the 
cruisers. One of each of the remaining types of — 
will be kept in commission so as to give practice to the 
officers and men and familiarize them with the work: 
ings of the different classes of ships, and the vessels 
will be alternated once in every three or four months 
in order to keep them in condition to be ready for sea 
at any time. 


Orders have been issued by the Navy Department for 
the trial by court martial of Col. James Forney, of the 
Marine Corps, as a result of the recent court of in- 
quiry which investigated alleged irregularities at the 
Marine Barracks in the Brooklyn Navy Yard, while 
he was in command. The charges have not yet been 
drawn up, but it is said they include five or six counts.

PROPOSALS FOR NEW BATTLESHIPS. 


The Navy Department is expected to issue any day now 
the official advertisement for proposals for the construction 
of the new battleships. The circular was prepared by 
Uhieft Naval Constr. Michborn and was then suvmitted to 
the Judge Advocate General, Capt. Lemly, Capt. Sanipson, 
Chief or the bureau of Ordnance, Kngr.-in-OCnief Meiville, 
Chief of the Bureau of Steam lMngineering, and Com*dr. 
Chadwick, Chief of the Bureau of Nquipment, for considera- 
tion, The general dimensions of the DVepuartment design 
on load waver line at normal displacement of 11,500 Luns 
are: Length, Sts feet; mouided breadth, 72 feet; mean 
draught, 243 feet 6 inches; total coal capacity, loose stow- 
uge, 1,210 tous; coal carried at normal dispiacement, al 
tons. it is contemplated to drive the vessel by twin screws.

There will ve a side-armor beit 15 inches thick with a 
mean depth of 7 feet 6 inches, extending at least from the 
stem to the after barbette, and to maintain this maximum 
thickness throughout the engine and voller spaces; [rom 
thence torward it may be tapered gradually to a thick- 
ness of 4 inches. ‘vhe transverse armor at the after end 
of the belt, and just forward of the boliers, will be not 
less than 8 inches thick. Barbettes for 13-inch guns wil' 
have armor not less than 15 inches thick, except in 
rear, where it will be reduced to 12 inches. The turret 
port plates to be 17 inches; the balance of the armor-plating 
45 inches thick. The ship’s sides trom the armor velit to 
the main deck will be protected by not less than 5 inches 
of steel armor from burbette to barbette. Coal is to be 
carried back of a portion of this 5-inch casemate armor. An 
armored deck is to extend throughout the length of the 
vessel, not less than 2% inches, but with slopes 3 inches 
thick. A cellulose belt is to be fitted along the sides the 
whole length of the ship. A conning tower of not less than 
10 inches in thickness, having an armored communication 
tube not less than 7 inches in thickness, will be carried 
in a suitable commanding position, the tube extending to 
the armor deck and affvruing protection to voice tubes, 
bell wires, etc. The 8-inch gun turrets will be superposed 
on the 13-inch turrets, and the armor will be not less than 
11 inches in thickness on the port plates and ¥ inches else- 
where. in wake of the 56-inch guns on the main deck is to 
be continuous armor 6 inches thick extending between the 
turrets. Further protection is to be afforded by splinter 
bulkheads between the guns, 2 inches thick, extending 
from deck to deck. Protection is to be afforded the smaller 
guns by shields and extra side-plating. 

The total coal-bunker capacity must not be less than 
1,210 tons, stowed in bunkers without trimming by hand, cf 
which at least 410 tons are to be carried at normal dis- 
placement. ‘The electric-lighting plant should consist of 
three units, each dynamo having a rated output of 400 
amperes at 80 volts. The total weight of the three units 
complete should not exceed 31,500 pounds, and the total 
weight of the whole electric installation 44 tons. The bat- 
tery of the vessel is to four 13-inch breech-loading rifles, 
four 8-inch breech-loading rifles, fourteen 5-inch rapid-tire 
guns, twenty 6-pounder rapid-fire guns, four 1-pounder rapid- 
fire guns, four machine guns, one field gun. The supply of 
ammunition is to be as follows: Two hundred rounds 13-inch 
ammunition, 500 rounds 8-inch ammunition, 4,500 rounds 
5-inch ammunition, 10,000 rounds 6-pounder ammunition, 
2,400 rounds 1-pounder ammunition. 


COURT MARTIAL OF CAPT. SUMNER. 


The trial by court martial of Capt. George W. Sumner as 
a result of the pecans made by the court of inquiry 
into the Columbia's —~— at Southampton began at the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard on Wednesday. The following officers 
are members of the court: Commos. Montgomery Sicard 
and Rush R. Wallace, Capts. Allen V. Reed, Alfred T. 
Mahan, Norman H. Farquhar, James O’Kane, Henry B. 
Robeson, Winfield 8. Schley, Bartlett J. Cromwell, Silas 
Casey and Louis Kempff. The Judge Advocate of the court 
will be Ist Lieut. Herbert L. Draper, U. 8. M. C. The charges 
upon which Capt. Sumner is ing tried altogether are: 
I, Culpable inefficiency in the performance of duty. II. 
Suffering a vessel of the Navy to be hazarded, in violation 
of the llth clause of the eighth article for the government 
of the Navy. III. Neglect of duty. The specification under 
the first charge alleges that the accused did neglect and 
fail to see that the necessary preparations for docking were 
made, and that the supporting blocks were put in proper 
condition for receiving and sustaining the weight of the 
Columbia, in consequence of which neglect and failure she 
was, when placed in dock, subjected to severe strains which 
resulted in damage to her hull, and necessitated repairs 
costing in the aggregate about $1,000. The specification un- 
der the second charge alleges that Capt. Sumner, ‘well 
knowing that the supporting blocks in the dry dock had not 
been placed in proper condition to receive and sustain ‘the 
weight of the vessel, whereby she was being strained, did nev- 
ertheless fall to cause the dock to be flooded in order to re- 
lieve the vessel of such damaging strain, but did permit 
her to remain in such condition until at or about 7 o'clock 
postmeridian of July 9, 1895, during which time said vessel 
was subjected to strain and was hazarded.”” The specifica- 
tion of the third charge is that Capt. Sumner, “knowing 
that by reason of the improper docking of the vessel she 


had been strained and damaged, and it being, therefore, his 
duty to suspend payment for such Soaking, did, neverthe- 
less, on or about July 10, 1895, the vessel having been un- 
docked on the 9th day of said month, order Paymr. rw 4 
H. Reed, U. 8. N., attached to said vessel, to to the 
London & Southwestern Rallway Co. the sum of $7: for 
the docking of said vessel.’’ The accused plead “not gullty.’’ 
The testimony before the Court is substantially the same as 
that presented before the Court of Inquiry. 





SECTION OF A BATTLESHIP TESTED. 


The structure representing a section of the side of the 
battleship lowa was successfully tested on Wednesday last 
at the Indian Head Proving Ground in the presence of Sec- 
retary Herbert, Commo. Sampson and officers on duty In the 
Bureaus of Ordnance and Construction. 

‘he trial had for its main object the acceptance or re- 
jection of 631 tons of armor for the belt of the lowa. In 
addition, however, the plate was supported by a structure 
made as nearly as ible to resent a section of the 
ship's side between and including the armor shelf and pro- 
tective deck and running into the ship as far as the wing 
passage behind the armor. No test has been made in mod- 
ern times and with high-power guns of a structure thus 
representing to the last detail the ship's side, and it has 
been fea by some that the armor plate under the tre- 
mendous blows it is now expected to withstand would be 
crushed bodily into the ship. 

The Bureau of Construction and Repair therefore suggested 
to Secretary Herbert that as the armor for the sides of bat- 
Ueships 5 and 6 is to be reduced to 15 inches in thickness, it 
would be well to determine whether the proposed supporting 
structure was sulliciently rigid. The Bureau of Ordnance 
open in the suggestion, and the Secretary authorized 
the trial. 

The plate, which was made by the Carnegie Co., was 16 feet 
1 inch long, 7 feet 6 inches wide, 14 inches thick at the top 
and tapering from a point 4 feet below to 7 inches at the 
bottom. It weighed 2/ tons and was secured to a backiag 
consisting of 5 inches of oak and two %-inch skin plates with 
sixteen 28-inch bolts and ten 2.4-iInch bolts. The section 
representing the ship was cellular. First in rear of the 
plate a space 2 feet deep was divided by horizontal and ver- 
tical bulkheads into 16 compartments, and then a space 3 feet 
deep behind that was divided into four compartments, In 
this manner the stress of impact was rapidly distributed 
over a large area of supporting structure. The entire struct- 
ure was firmly bolted to timbers bedded In the ground and 
in the butt behind the plate. 

In addition to the test of the plate and supporting struct- 
ure advantage was taken of this opportunity by the 
on Armor Fastenings to test a new armor bolt. The bolts 
now employed are of French design, extremely complicated, 
heavy and expensive. The experience at the proving ground 
had convinced Commo. Sampson that it was ssiple to 
greatly simplify and reduce the weight of the bolts without 
any loss of resistance. New bolts, shorter and more simple, 
were used. Various improved methods of packing to secure 
water-tightness were aiso used. 

After Secretary Herbert bad carefully inspected the struct- 
ure and the novelties relating to the bolts, the test began. 
The first shot was a Carpenter 10-inch, 500-pound armor- 
piercer, delivered 70 inches from the left end of the plate 
and about 1 foot above the bevel, at a velocity of 1,472 feet 
per second and an energy of 7,521 foot-tons. This blow was 
of the same severity as that which a 10-inch gun would de- 
liver at 3,900 yards range. The shell smashed on the face 
of the plate, barely penetrating 4 inches. The structure 
was absolutely intact, and there was no sign of any curv- 
ature in the thin plates. A number of small tap rivets which 
secured the protective deck plate to the top of the armor 
were sheared owing to the joint not being closed. This was 
not regarded of importance, however, and would not have 
occurred in the ship itself; It merely emphasized the ne- 
cessity of neatly fitting adjacent plates. 

The second or “penetration” shot was also a 500-pound 
Carpenter, the velocity of impact being 1,859 feet per sec- 
ond and the energy 11,903 foot-tons, and the corresponding 
range 2,925 yards. This shot was delivered midway between 
the first one and the left end of the plate. It proved to be 
an excellent shell, getting in approximately 10 inches and 
smashing up. All of the small tap rivets above referred to 
were sheared, but their loss seemed in no wise to affect the 
structure, which showed no change whatever except in the 
immediate locality of the impact. There the skin plate in 
rear of the wood was slightly bulged and an armor bolt 4i- 
rectly in rear was driven back. It speaks well for the new 
bolts that this one although so badly treated was unbroken. 
This shot passed the armor group. 

A third shot was then fired with the 12-inch gun, using an 
850-pound Wheeler-Sterling shell. The striking velocity was 
1,800 feet per second, the energy 19,001 foot-tons and the 
corresponding range 2,300 yards. It was fully expected that 
this shot would perforate the armor and wreck the struct- 
ure. However, it got its point only through the thin plating 
immediately behind the wood backing, which was set on 
fire by the intense heat of the impact. The protective deck 
immediately above was buckled up a couple of inches, but 
no rivets were sheared. The thin plates in the small com- 
partment immediately behind the impact were bent and 
buckled in a most ep manner, but 3 feet away there 
was very little evidence of distortion. One bolt was beohon. 

The test was most satisfactory in every way. The plate 
had passed a test just as severe as that uired for 17 
inches thick; the bolts had proven most satisfactory. 
structure is regarded in every way as most efficient.

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PECULIARITIES OF THE NEW ARMY GUN. 


When the Krag-Jorgensen gun was first received at Wil- 
lets Point Sergt. Nihill, an expert marksman, was sent to 
Creedmoor to test it at all ranges and report his findings 
to the O. O. He has since been at target practice at West 
Point with his company. Sergt. Nihill was asked by a 
reporter of the New York “Times’’ what he thought of 
the new gun, and he explained what he had learned in his 


experience with it. 

“As the gun is,” said the Sergeant, “I am willing to 
stand 200 yards distant from a good marksman, whom 
will select, and let him shoot with the new rifle at a mark 
placed on the lower part of my body, for | am satisfied 
that every bullet fired at that mark will pass a foot and a 
half over my right shoulder.”” The Sergeant discovered this 
after shooting for a short time with the gun. He then cut 
out a bull’s-eye and placed it three and a half feet below the 
bull’s-eye on the target under ‘one o'clock,” a term used 
by marksmen to show the location to the right. Aiming 
at the lower mark, he made five successive bull's-eyes on 
the target. 

That the gun shoots high, he says, is due to the rear 
sight being too high or the front sight too low. This can 
be easily S cnotied, At long ranges the sight is not —e ~ 
lated properly, and in shooting at the 500-yard — the 
Sergeant says, one will find it much better to use the 400- 
yard elevation on the sight. : 

This fault can also be corrected, as can the = s tend- 
ency to shoot to the left. The nick, or peep, on the sight Is 
too far to the left, and, being stationary, cannot be regu- 
lated as those on the Springfield rifle can. The nicks on 
the sights of all rifles tor long-range shooting are neces- 
sarily located a trifle to the left. The rifling in the barrels 
causes the bullets to rotate from left to right, and when 
the bullet leaves the gun it has a tendency slightly to the 
right, and the nick is set to the left to overcome the drift 
of the bullet. 

Sergt. Nibill says the shots vary greatly owing to the heat- 
ing of the gun, which takes place very quickly. After six 
shots are fired from the gun the barrel becomes so hot 
that a man cannot bear his hand on it. This causes the 
steel of the barrel to expand, which, as the tendency is 
inward as well as outward, reduces the size of the re 
and thus retards me speed of the bullet, causing it to lower 
as the gun grows hotter. 

The Sergeant noticed this in his test of the rifle at 500 
yards. He searched for bullets that had lodged in the rail- 
road ties that back up the targets at West Point. Some of 
those that be found had the mark of the rifling of the 
barrel gouged into the steel jackets which covered them. 
They, he said, were bullets that were fired when the guns 
were hot. Others were perfectly smooth, which is an evidence 
that they were not square-sized, and, the Sergeant says, 
were fired from the guns while they were cool. 

He says this trouble is due to the great heating propen- 
sities of the smokeless powder used in the new cartridges. 
This may be overcome by the use of powder of a later 
make, which, it is said, does not heat or foul a gun 80 
quickly as the powder now used. The mechanism of the 
rifle is excellent and very advantageous, and, in his opinion, 
when the necessary alterations are made, there is no doubt 
that it will make the best rifle the Army has ever had.

VERMONT. 


The State of Vermont has secured 53 acres of land for a 
permanent camp ground, which will prove of great advan- 
tage to the troops. The property lies directly south of and 
adjoining the Fort Ethan Allen military reservation. The 
property will be put in condition to receive the State 
Militia at their annual muster next year. Situated as it is 
near the main line of the Central Vermont Railroad, it will 
materially lessen the expenses and extra work of preparing 
the camp for muster. A new electric railway is also an- 
other factor to its advantage, bringing the camp in close 
touch with Burlington. It will also be handy for the United 
States troops stationed at Plattsburg to attend the annual 
musters. The scenery at this point is beautiful. 

The annual encampment of the brigade which was held 
at Fairlee from Aug. 12 to 18 proved highly successful. 
What added greatly to the interest and success of the camp 
was the presence of Co. F, 2ist U. 8S. Inf., Capt. Stone, 
and Troop G, 3d U. S. Cav., Capt. F. H. Hardie. Both of 
these commands gave daily drills, which served a valuable 
object-lesson to the Guardsmen. Maj. L. T. Morris, of 
the 3d U. 8. Cav., was in command of the United States 
troops, and the other officers of the Arey aeetent who ren- 
de valuable assistance were Capt. H. E. Tutherly, lst 
Cay., Capt. F. H. Hardie, 3d Cay., Lieut. Dickman, 3d 
Cay., Capt. Stone, Co. F, 2ist Inf., and Lieuts. Parmenter 
and Stone, Co. F, 2ist Inf. Target practice was among the 
duties performed, and in the competition for the Centen- 
nial trophy Co. I proved the winner for the fourth consecu- 
tive season. On Aug. 15 the brigade, in command of Brig. 
Gen. J. J. Hatey. was reviewed by Adjt. Gen. T. S. Peck 
and afterward inspected. On Aug. 16 the entire command 
was e in field maneuvers, consisting of an advance 
of the troops covered by two cavalry screens, moving for 
dislodgment of an imaginary enemy supposed to ve 
c the Connecticut River from New Hampshire and 
obtained control of the river.

Cay., and Capt. Tutherly, Ist U. S. Cav., assisted the troops 
in the maneuvers. 

The maneuvers were carried out in the most successful 
manner, and were witnessed by fully 10,000 people, includ- 
ing Gov. bat me ge and staff, =.

U. 8S. A., retired, Senator Redfield Proctor and Capt. H. 8. 
Foster, Co. C, h inf., U. S. A. Following the maneu- 
vers the troops were reviewed by the Governor, after which 
long-service medals were presented. Then Col. Stone brought 
his company of regular infantry on the field and gave the 
bayonet exercise and other movements, which occupied 
half an hour, after which Capt. Hardie came upon the 
field with his troop and delighted the thousands present 
with the splendid drill which was ended by a grand charge 
across the plain in line. 

The result of the inspection and the announcement of 
the company in the ist Regt. yrens new regulation 
flag, presented by the State and to held by the com- 
pany winning same until it should be taken from them in 
some future competition, was made, Co. HB, Capt. Bisbee, 
of Barre, being the winner. The two companies ranking 
next were Co. I, Capt. Estey, of Brattleboro, and Co. F, 
Capt. Howe, of Northfield.

ANS.—The age has nothing to do with it. If by “‘unfin- 
ished term of service’ is meant that he deserted, then he is 
still Hable to arrest, but under the 103d Article of War, as 
amended, he can by going to the nearest military post and 
stating his case to the post commander obtain a “‘deserter's 
release’ and become a free man. But we could better an 
swer if the true significance of the phrase, “an unfinished 
term of service,” were explained. 


J. 8. S.—Army officials hold the strap to be a component 
part of the Springfield rifle, and it is used in one of the 
firing movements when lying prone. It would seem, there- 
fore, that it was necessary to drill with it according to 
regulations. While knowing nothing of the regulations un- 
der which the drill was held, from the facts contained In 
your letter we would decide that the medal should be given 
to the company whose representative retained the strap on 
his plece. 


D. P. H. asks: (1) If the Government will accept bonds 
for pay officers from the security companies. (2) How was 
the vacancy caused in the Marine Corps to which Cadet 
Magill was appointed? (3) When naval officers report for 
duty do they have to wear their undress uniforms? An- 
swer.—(1) Yes. (2) There was no vacancy. He was appoint- 
ed under provisions of law requiring an appointment to the 
Marine- Corps every year. re) No; they wear frock coats, 
shoulder straps and swords. 


J. W. McB. writes: It was decided to hold a drill con- 
test for a prize. The latest revised tactics of the United 
States were to govern. The conditions were that the com- 
peting companies should not see the list of movements until 
two hours previous to the drill. When shown the Iinclosed 
list, I, being one of the Captains, refused to contest. The 
grounds taken by me were that the list was not in accord- 
ance with the latest infantry tactics. We are satisfied to 
abide by the decision of the “Army and Navy Journal." 
Answer.—The reasonable assumption from your question Is 
that the competing organizations are to be tested in com- 
pany drill and in movements recognized and laid down in 
the Drill Regulations. No. 15, “Right front into line, faced 
to the rear,” is a battalion movement and not used in the 
school of the company. No, 20, ‘Form section, left obliqte."’ 
There is no such order and no provision for executing such 
a movement. The same criticism may be made on Nos. 21, 
23, 24, 25, 41, 42, 43 and 44. It is not a question of what 
it is possible to execute, but what may be tactically per- 
formed under recognized commands given in the Drill Regu- 
lations and therein described. The list of movements pub- 
lished in your letter is not, in the respects above noted, In 
accordance with the latest U. S. Drill Regulations. 


J. B. 8. asks whether a Major of the New York Guard, in 
command of a battalion which is part of a regiment, can 
relieve a Captain of one of the companies in his command, 
or is he simply a drill officer; also whether a commanding 
officer of a regiment can appoint a line officer, or must he 
be elected. Answer.—By the decision of the Adjutant Gen- 
eral of the State of New York the Majors in ee | are 
drill officers only and do not administer the airs of the 
battalion to which they have been detailed. The entire 
administration of the regiment is in the hands of the 
Colonel and the Majors perform such duty as he assigns 
to them. Your question is not specific enough to deter- 
mine possible cases which might arise, and in which an 
officer commanding a battalion might, in the exercise of 
immediate mow A duty, find it necessary to relieve a 
company commander for some special military offense at 
the time of its commission. There is, however, no general 
power in the battalion commander, only such as may be 
conferred upon him by direct authorization by the Colonel. 
By the constitution of the State of New York, all line of- 
ficers in regiments and —— my must be elected. The 
commanding officer of a regiment cannot appoint to office 
in the line, although he may temporarily detail officers for 
duty in other companies.
